Description in minute detall of the woman 
murdered in the Saratoga hotel was sent 
broadcast last night by Capt. John J. Hal- 
pin, chief of the detective bureau, in an et- 
fort to clear up the mystery which has 
baffied the police since Nov. 14. With the de- 
scription of the murdered woman and her 
assailant Secretary James Markham sent a 
letter, asking the assistance of police and 
public. 

A new clew was given to the police on 
which they are now at work. Two women told 
Capt. Halpin they believed she was an em- 
ployé in a Chicago fectory in which they 
work, their acquaintance having been mits- 
ing since the night of tne murder. 


Here Is Halpin’s Letter. 

Capt. Halpin's letter describing the woman 
le as follows: ..

A. Claticy, a labor union official of San Fran- 
cisco, fainted and remained tnconscious | 
when, after making admissions in the dis- 
trict attorney’s office in Los Angeles, he 
looked through the crack of a door and saw 
standing in another room Ortie E. McMan- 
gal. the confessed dynamiter, was related at | 

“ dynamite conspiracy trial today. 

* Lawier, special assistant to the at- 
torney general, and Arthur L. Veitch, who 
gathered evidence in the dynamiting cases 
in Caiifornia. said Clancy collapsed in De- 
cember, 1911, after admitting in their pres 
ence that he knew James B. McNamara was 
on the coast to blow up nonunion jobs. 


Tells of Clancy’s Confession. ~~ 

The witnesses said Clancy at the district 
attorney’s office told this story: 

In August, before the Los Angeles Times 
explosion, he.(Clancy) went to Seattle, where 
he was introduced by Pohlman to James B. 
McNamara, who said to him, “ You know 
what I'm out here for.“ and then explained 
he was to do dynamiting. Clancy then went 
to the International Assodiation of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers convention at 
Rochester, N. T., where he talked with J. J. 
McNamara about the visit of the dynamiter 
to the Pacific coast. 

Clancy was in Boston with Michael J. Young 
when he read of the killing of people at the 
Los Angeles explosion. He immediately tele- 
graphed to “ Shorty,” San Francisco, to 
“ clean house, meaning to get rid of certain 
telegrams about J. B.'s western trip. 

He also hurried west, stopping at Salt Lake 
City to see Munsey, the fron workers’ busi- 
ness agent there. Whether Munsey told him 
the dynamiter was hiding in Salt Lake City 
Clancy refused to say, adding, You had 
better see Munsey about that.“ 

Just after he had told this story Clancy. 
who had heart trouble, turned around and 
saw McManigal through the crack of a door. 
He fainted and became unconscious.

I buy my dry groceries and canned goods 
in quantity and save $1.50 on a barrel of flour 
by buying in Minneapolis over what it costs of 
local grocers. Sugar I get at $5.55 per one 
hundred, and other things I save more or less 
on. When cooking I do not try to economize 
by using less of anything than is needed to 
make things good, but try to make everything 
good enough to be eaten to the last crumb. 
I make everything myself and do not buy 
bread, cookies, crackers, or cakes. I make 
delicious “honey? of sugar, water, cream 
tartar (a pinch), and a little real honey for 
flavoring. “Maple” sirup may be made from 
sugar melted in a steel frying pan, then add 
water, doll to proper consistency, and flavor 
after taking from. fire with a few drops of 
vanilla. Both are fine with griddle cakes. 

I am always looking for new ways to cook 
the inexpensive cuts of beef, as I cannot eat 
all kinds of meat on account of a digestive 
trouble (pork and veal I can not use). I wish 
the readers would send a perfect deluge of re- 
— I also save all the recipes for inexpen- 

puddings and cakes and have a large va- 
riety. I always keep an itemized list of all 
expenses, so can tell when I'am spending too 
much for any one thing.

A Light Housekeeping Experience. 

* have seen many remedies, but none ex- 
actly my way. There are four in our family— 
father, mother, and two boys. All are hearty 
eaters. We spent last wintere doing ligt 
housekeeping in furnished rooms in Chicago, 
and, not having any storeroom, of course we 
couldnt buy in large amounts. At first it 
seemed quite a problem to live cheaply. The 
first weeks my table expenses were as high 
as $10 a week, and it seemed we didn’t have 
much, either. I wouldn't know what to get, and 
when I went to the store would see so many 
things I thought we would like, and when 1 
came back would find that I had spent a great 
deal more than Intended. 

“Bo I thought if I had some plan to go by 
I could do better. I made out a bill of fare 
for each day in the week, and would buy just 
as we needed, except butter, sugar, and coffee 
by the pound and eggs.by the dozen. I always 
changed my bill of fare every week. The first 
week I cut my DBills down to $8 and afterwards 
to 36. My bill of fare would run something 
like this: 


“ Breakfast—Eggs, rye and white bread and 
butter with jelly, coffee with cream, and coffee 
cake or cookies. 

Dinner —Potatoes and meat with gravy, 
some sort of canned vegetable, rye and white 
bread and butter, pudding or ple, with coffee 
and cream. :
